LITTLE ROCK ROfflED

Business Portion of th« City 


Devastated by a Cyclone. 


A NUMBER OF PEOPLE KILLED.

LiTTLKBoCK, Oct 8.—A terrible cy- 


clone utraok tiiia city »t 7:90 o'clock 
yesterday evoniug, aud almost devas- 
tated the buaiue*s portion of the city. 
Several people are kuowa to have beeii 
killed and injured, while it is feared 
•eores of others have met the lame hor- 
rible fat*. The main portion of the 
business center, bounded on the south 
by Ttird •treet, on the north by the 
river front, on the west by Center street 
*nd on the east by Commerce street, is 
practically in ruins and the amount of 
damage is iucalcnlable. The total prop- 
erty loss will probably approximate half 
a million. 


The cyclone •vvas accompanied by a 


terrific rainstorm »nd the stocks of 
goods in those business nous es which 
•were xmroofed, though not otherwise 
wivcked, are destroyed by water. The 
storm struck the state penitentiary, 
which stands on a hill in the western 
part of the oity, with fearful force, de- 
stroying the diniagroom, tearing down 
the stable and shops, unroofing the 
muin cell building, and demolishing the 
•warden's office. Several convicts wore 
seriously injured, one of whom died aa 
tear af terward. 


Do-.vn town the lightning itrnck the 


iliirtm block, corner of Spring and Sec- 
'ond street*, totally wrecking the third 
'floor. A man by the name of Eaton 
was fatally injured there. The Tilies 
building, corner of Center and Mark- 
ham streuts, was uurooi'ed an<t a part of 
the fourth floor of (ileasou's hotel wad 
blown away. At Alain aud Second 
streets, tho toi* of several adjacent 
buildings lie pUod up in an undoscrib 
able heap. 


The worst damage, however, was 
done to property Oil lUarkuiun and Com- 
inerce streuw. isusiriy every buildiug 
iu that district irf uuruoted, and mauy 
aie .otally \vreoKed. The large 3-story 
building at Market and Cumberliina, 
occupied by the U. H. iUcCartluy Com- 
pany, is a total wreuK, as is -also tho 
2-story building on the opposite coraui', 
Ofcnp;ed by jviax Kiitaua as u MUUOJI. 
Ihe third story 01 the old JJouuug 
House wan blown oft', and several stores 
uader ii wore iloiXLett by waier and 
filled with u'ejns.

Several insane 
patients made their escape bat were re- 
captured. Two men, violently insane, 
wore captured near tho Union depot 
shortly after midnight. It is not known 
how many inmates 'were killed or in- 
jured, as many are supposed to bo 
buried in the ruins. Confusion is too 
great there to learn anything uolinitc. 
I>r. Jacob lngati.% who camo here sev- 
eral months ago from Mobile to accept a 
position in the asylum, was kiliad. He 
ia buried beneath the ruins of the build- 
ings. The loss to the buildings and con- 
tents at the asylum will reach l(il26,OCO. 
This is considered a conservative esti- 
mate.

IT WAS NOT IQNITED. 


A. Train Strikes a Wagani Loaded With « 


Tori, of Powder. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Oct. 3.— -An acci- 


dent, the possibilities of which ai-o hor- 
rible to contemplate, occurred yesterday 
about 10:16 o'clock a* the Dapout pri- 
vate crossing, on tho Philadolnhia, Wil- ' 
mingtou and Baltimore railroad, near 
Eflgmoor-statiou. That it did not prove 
to be a terrible disaster is » miracle. 
A large wagon drawn by four horses 


and containing a ton of smokeless pow- 
der was struck by the passenger train 
which left, this city for Philadelphia at 
10:05 o'clock; the vehicle was hurled a 
distance of about 26 feet. Two of the 
horses broke IOOKO and ran away, the 
other two weie thrown down an em- 
bankment aud the driver was badly in- 
jured, 


The powder was being hauled from 
the Dupont magazine on tho Brandy- 
wine to then? pier on the Delaware river 
front, just 
below Gordon Heights, 


whence it was to be shipped to their 
•works on the New Jarsey shore. 


The driver of the team, George Lut- 


ton, aged abont 50 years, had unlocked 
the gates and driven across the railroad 
to the northbound track before he dis- 
covered the approach of the train, 
which was running rapidly. 
Before 
'the teamster could whip up the horse 
tho vehicle was struck and knooked'to 
the right of the roadbed. It went fly- 
ing over a siding and lauded on tho em- 
bankment. 


William Dttpont, who lives nearby, 


promptly went to tho sceno of Che acci- 
dent. The driver was mode as com- 
fortable as possible, and accompanied 
by Mr.- Dnpont, was taken to a hos- 
pital iu Chester. The train resumed its 
run after a stoppage of about half au 
hour.

window of his house in West Thirty- 
seventh street, Four riba were frac- 
tured, the bead was severely injured 
and the right ankle broken.

WASHINGTON, Out. 3.—Tlie Ohicka- 


mauga battlefield commissioners, Gen- 
eral Fullertou. Mtijor Smith, Genorul 
Stewni't and General H. V. Boynton, 
historian of the commission, havo re- 
turned to "Washington from Chattanoo- 
ga. They have bean on the battlefield 
for the past two weeks, engaged with 
the state commissions in locnthie the 
battle monuments, 


They were accompanied by tho Louis- 


iana state commission, Senator Walt- 
hall and his stuff from the Mississippi 
commission, Captain 
Corues of the 


Tennessee commission, with the oflicors 
of his battery; some members of tlie 
Ohio commission, and about 20 members 
of the Pennsylvania commission. Three 
members of tho Gettysburg commission 
were also in attendance looking over tlie 
field. The state commissions nave "benn 
engaged iu locating the positions of tlio 
various regiments of their respective 
states, aud with such a numerous repre- 
sentation of both sides, they were able 
to establish u great Aiauy points of his- 
torical interest heretofore in doubt. The 
members of the national commission re- 
port that the work of markilig and im- 
proving tho battielield is progresising 
with the greatest vigor, and the road 
making has been nearly finished under 
tho direction of General Stewart, the 
resident commissioner. 


Tho formal dedication of the park is 


expected to take place' next September. 
The ex&cutive committee of tho G. A. 
B. aud those persons connected with 
the park project, aro already in corre- 
spondence with a view to fixing dates so 
that the encampment at Louisville and 
the dedication ut Chattanooga shall fol- 
low each other iu such order that vet- 
erans interested may attend both.

yesterday and Lima had a nice, quiet 
day and night. 


How much short of the candle pow- 


er called for in the city's contract 
does the light furnished upon our 
streets actually fall? The city should 
have her full pound of flesh; she pays 
well for it. 


To repudiate a contract is repre- 


hensible; but any taxpayer in Lima 
would be willing to see the infamous 
Electric Light contract cancelled, if 
service is not rendered according to 
the strict letter of the contract. 


Lima now has a full pledged col- 


lege. Let the people of our city 
come to its support and give it liberal 
patronage. By concerted action on 
the part of our people it may be made 
one of the leading educational insti- 
tutions of the State. 


The Council did not pay the elec- 


tric light bill for September because 
the service was so poor. That is a 
step in the right direction. The 
electric light company's contract with 
the city compels the payment of en- 
tirely too much money for our street 
lighting and they should he compelled 
to furnish as good lights as the con- 
tract contemplates, or it should be 
annulled at once. 


"When the Chicago Tribune denom 


inated our Governor "Joab", as be- 
ing a prototype of Joab of Holy Writ, 
they placed the same estimate upon 
the "tin plate" statesman usually 
placed upon him by those who are 
not deluded by his protection sophis- 
tries. The Tribune says: 


"And Joab said to Amasa: "Art 


thon in health, my brother?'

Joab took Amasa by the beard with 
the right hand to kiss him.

One ol the heaviest taxpayers in 


Cincinnati nas presjnted a communi- 
cation to the B. P. A. of that city 
protesting against the use of brick as 
a material for street paving on the 
grounds that It will not stand the 
wear to which it will -be subjected. 
As Lima is contemplating .engaging 
In this class of public improvement 
we publish below that portion ot the 
communication beitring 
on brick. 


He says: 


"The matter of street improve- 


ments, the kinds of material and 
manner of doing tlie work, has been 
investigated by your board in the 
various cities visited by you and the 
different kinfis of street pavements 
examined. I will beg your permis- 
sion to present my views both from 
experience and examination of the 
different kinds of material for paving 
of streets in our city as I am both a 
taxpayer and one interested in only 
having the best pavements in use in 
all our large cities. 


"First—I will call your attention 


to the new material now so much in 
use oo our streets called vitriBed 
brick. • I claim that it ?/JU prove a 
great failure when put to the test of 
constant heavy hauling. The work 
in preparing for the laying ot the 
brick is all right such as concrete 
foundations and careful workmanship 
in laying, for I claim we have as 
good workmen In layinsr the paving 
as can be found in the country, but 
it is the material itself, the'brick. 
There is no material made of clay no 
matter how well burned that can 
stand the heavy wear and tear that 
our streets are subjected to. I now 
call attention to Linn street from 
Kenyon avenue to Bank street, laid 
only about eight months. The en- 
tire street is now in a condition to 
warrant the assertion that in less 
than two years it will all be In a con- 
dition to be torn up and replaced 
willi some other pavement and the 
property holders called upon to pay 
for another street. Baymiller street 
from Liberty street to Bank street is 
now rapidly going to pieces, being 
spallcd all over the center. This 
street will not last three years before 
it will have to be repaired. Now I 
am tlie owner of 130 feet on the 
street and the bills have been sent to 
me for payment and I most emphatic- 
ally decline to pay for a street that 
will not last three years and be called 
upon again to pay some other irn 
provement. I do not object to pay 
for a street improvement when it is 
of a character that will be perma- 
nent, .but I take the responsibility of 
saying to your honorable board, al- 
though I may offend some of my 
friends who may be interested in the 
brick pavements of our city, that a 
well known contractor said only a 
short time since the brick pavements 
would prove failures and he was at the 
same time laying a street that cost 
many thousand dollars to the prop- 
erty and the city." 


These words coming from a man 


who has no motive in condemning 
brick other than as a taxpayer who 
wishes to have the city get full value 
for the money "expended In such im- 
portant improvements as street pav- 
ing, should have weight with our city 
council in selecting material

The Tailor Ilird. 


Sewing seems so ingenious an art 


that it must bo reserved for the hu- 
man species alone. Yet the tailor 
bird, the Ortuotomus longicauda, 
and other species possess the ele- 
ments of it. Tbey place their nests 
in alarge leaf, which thej- prepare to 
this end. With tlieir beaks they 
pierce two rows of holes along the 
two edges of the leaf. They then pass 
a stout thread from one sido to the 
other alternately. With this leaf, 
at first flat, they form a horn, iu 
which they weave their nest with 
cotton or hair. These labors of 
weaving and sewing are preceded by 
the spinning of the thread. Tho 
bird makes it itself by twisting iu its 
beak spiders' webs, bits of cotton and 
the littl'i ends of wool. Sykes found 
that the threads used for sewing 
were knotted at the ends.—Popular 
Science Monthiy.

The Bed Planet,, 


Among the achievements of the twen- 


tieth century it ia not impossible will 
1» the ascertaining of whacher Mara is 
or iu not inhabited. It is now agreed 
with tolerable unanimity that it has an 
•tmosphero. If it did not have, then it 
could scarcely have snow, ice and water 
and the melting every summer of the ice 
cap around tho sonth pole, which is ob- 
nerved through modern telescopes every 
year. 


There are marks and lines upon the 


snrfaoo which indicate an intelligent 
agency' Iranian or otherwise.' Thaso 
marks are the double line of oanalj 
Boross thomiddloot' the planet and a 
number of mysterious geometrical fig- 
ures around the south polar cup. The 
planet ia so near to ns this summer and 
fall that thfjse strange 'marks lffivo>been 
visible from both Australia and Amer- 
ica. Professor Holdun of Lick obsurva- 
tory observed in tho summer of 1892, 
when Mars was so near to us, tlirco 
prominent spots, or points of light, in » 
triauglo of tolerably regular shapo. 
What thcso spots of light may bo ia now 
one. of tho groat questions concerning 
Mars. 


Tho Frenchman, Cannlle Flanima- 


riou, who has so vivid an imagination 
that it is hard to tijll where tho poetry 
in him ends and tho science begins, in- 
clines to tho opinion that Mars is inhab- 
ited, and that her people are very uinoh 
more advanced thinkers than wo arb. 
He bus cvon propounded tho theory that 
the straugo lights and figures may be 
attempts ou tho part of tho Mars people 
to signal us. It would be bold minds in- 
deed that should try to signal people 
who were 40,000,000 miles away. 


Bnt tho points and the strange figures 


are not the only things that make Mara 
intensely interesting to astronomers at 
this time. July 19 of this year Profess- 
or Lowell saw tho red planet, with a de- 
cided nick in its circumference, as 
though a wedge had been cut out of it. 
This disappeared, lint July 2S Professor 
Javello .saw, instead of a nick, a sore of 
luminous horn standing onb from tho 
edge of Mars. Another astronomer has 
found, or thinks ho has, a gigantic pyra- 
mid of artificial construction on tho sur- 
face of the planet. Tho strange black 
murks shift from time to timo, and tho 
three luminous points have now disap- 
peared. 


Professor Gal ton of tlm Kew observa- 


tory says that a flashlight from a mir- 
ror 25 yards-long and 15 foot wide could 
bo neon on Mais through telescopes as 
largo at that at tho Lick observatory.

't Pills nr« gttiiUii, mild and 


EDUCATION IN CHIfM. 


How .Koowletlce l» Prlxcil.and Jloqnlr«(i la 


the, l?luw«ry Klngdoui. 


In no counti'y is education more 


highly esteemed tlmu iu China.-. The 
child of the working man, as a rule, 
cairnot hope to get more than a mere 
smattering. But scattered through 
the country are numljerless families 
the members of which for {;eueration 
after generation are alwayn students, 
and from whom, as a rule, the officials 
come. They have no knowledge of 
any business or trade. They corre- 
spond very closely to what are, or 
used to be, called gentlemon in Eng- 
land and preserve their position with 
great tenacity, eveu when hard preea- 
ed by poverty. 


Rich parvenues as a matter of 


course engage tutors for their chil- 
dren, and in the humblest ranks of 
life occasionally parents will stint 
themselves to give an opportunity to 
Borne son who has shown marked in- 
telligence at the village school. But 
neither of these classes compete on 
an equality with those to whom 
learning is a hereditary profession. 
Tho cultivation and intellectual dis- 
cipline prevailing in such families 
give their members" a markcid advan- 
tage over those who get no help of 
the kind at home, and w'.tio must, 
therefore, depend entirely on what 
they learn from their paid teachers. 


Tha orthodox sclieirie of education 


is entirely concerned with, the an- 
cient literature of China. The orig- 
inal works which occupy the stu- 
dent's attention were for the most 
port written before the literature of 
either Greece or Rome Lad reached 
its prime. But there are commenta- 
tors belonging to late; periods who 
must also be perused with diligence. 
China has not jeen an influx of new 
races such as have overrun Europe 
since the days of our classical au- 
thors, hut still from mere lapse of 
time the language of the coantry has 
greatly changed, aud the child be- 
ginning his studies cannoi; without 
explanation understand a single sen- 
tence, even if he has learned to read 
the words of the lesson which he has 
before him. The student miikeshini- 
self acquainted as thoroughly as pos- 
sible with these cUissical works. The 
more he can quote of them the bet 
ter, but ho must master the matter 
contained in them as well. 


He must get to know the different 


readings and different interpretations 
of disputed passages, and finally he 
practices himself in prose and verse 
composition. In prose he carefullj' 
preserves the ancient phraseology, 
never admitting modern woiva, 
though thero are certain technical- 
ities of style which will prevent his 
productions from being an exact imi- 
tation of the ancient literature. His 
verses must be iu close imitation of 
tin; old time poets. They must fol- 
low elaborate rules as to rhythm, 
and the words must rhyme according 
to tho classical wounds, which are 
very different from those oJ: today.

In a. certain district in 
this province there exists a great un- 
derground deposit of logs, which 
were probably the trunks of trees en- 
gulfed by an. earthquake or some 
other convulsion of nature at a com- 
paratively recant period. 


Tho trees are a species of pine 


known to the natives, and also to 
some extent to European commerce, 
asuam-hou. The wood is almost im- 
perishable and has the quality, ei- 
ther through its nature or as the re- 
sult of its sojourn underground, of 
resisting decay from damp. This 
quality makes it particularly valu- 
able for the manufacture oi coffins, 
and for this purpose it is largely ex- 
ported to Europe. 


The trees are often a yard in diam 


eter. They are buried in sandy 
earth at a depth of from two tp eight 
yards and are dug up by native la- 
bor as demand is made for them.— 
Youth's Companion.

'This is a civilized kingdom; it 
tands in the front rank of civiliza- 
ion;" yet there were over two hun- 
Ired offenses jecognizea in that king- 
lorn, among which were the larceny 
if a sheep, a loaf of bread, and

tilling of a hare on therqyal grounds, 
that were punished by death.

Progress can only be made in
